Gettysburg has been fooled so fre­ 
quently over false trolley rumors that 
it has come to regard each new de­ 
velopment in that direction as a grue­ 
some joke. One after another of the 
“paper” reads has failed to develop 
into anything more tangible aud the 
town has about decided 
to 
remain 
without any trolley connections with 
its neighbors. Occasionally, on a dull 
day, some exchange stirs up a story 
about a new line to Gettysburg and 
the latest comes from Waynesboro. 
The plan is a new one and possibly 
merits as little serious thought as any 
of the others which has preceded it. 
The Gettysburg end of the present 
story comes as the result of a pro­ 
posed extension from Waynesboro to 
the sanitarium at Mont Alto. The 
Waynesboro Record says:

Very Low Duty to Be Placed on Sugar, 


Which la to Be Removed In Tnree 


Year*. 


W ashington, April 5.—With Bresi 
dent Wilson 
and the congressional 
leaders agreed upon tree wool and a 
very low -duty on sugar, eventually to 
become free, the ways aud 
m eans 
com m ittee began to draft its report ou 
the new tariff bill. 
Tile loss ut revenue from the new 
rates is estim ated 
at 
$80,000,000 
a 
year. 
The revenue trout the income 
tax will be estim ated at a like am ount 
to be derived this way: 
Incomes of 
$4000 to $20,000, I per cent; $2o,00o 
to $50,000, 2 per cent; $50,000 to $loo, 
OOO, 3 per cent; ail over $100,000, 4 
per cent. 
Flat tax ou corporation*, 2 
per cent. T he exemptions will b* on 
all incomes under $4ouo. 
Amoug tile many additions to the 
free list will be steel rails. Cuts will 
be m ade all along the line on the 
metal schedule. 
P resident Wilson recognized th a t a 
concession might be necessary to the 
southern planters, and consented to a 
duty of approxim ately one cent net 
a pound, provided all duty would lie 
removed 
within three 
years. 
This 
would mean. for the present, a duty 
of $1 20 a hundredw eight to all conn 
lies except Tuba 
The president had been Informed 
that either free wool or free sugar 
might pass, but that both could not. 
The president canvassed the situ s 
lion 
wiih 
R epresentative Broussard, 
of Louisiana, who told the president 
that, 
while 
his 
constituents

stand a ta 1 iff cut, th* y believed the 
sugar industry of Louisiana won d be 
destroyed by the complete removal of 
the duty. 
’lite president replied that he had 
no desire to destroy any business, bu 
hoped that witblu three y e n s such a 
readjustm ent of the siwtar busine * 
could be effected that the rest of the 
United S tates could have free sugar 
and the lo u is ia n a planters continue 
to take part in the industry. 
This, Broussard told the president. 
was a practical 
question which he 
would have to discuss further with 
the business men of his state. 
Colonel Sol 
Wexler, a banker of 
New Orleans, told the president that 
the sugar planters of lo u isian a could 
not adjust their 
business in three 
years to com pete with the world iu 
growing sugar, and said the p re sid e d 
must have been misinformed, lie left 
the W hite House with the repression, 
he said, that the president would urge 
hi* plan iii any event. 
The senate finance committee* re 
calved its first copy of tile tentative 
tariff bill and spent three hours dis 


u h s in ii It. 
It appeared certain after 
the meeting that free wool would be 
retained Senator Siminons, chairm an 
and Senators Jam es and H ughes were 
appointed a e*onimlttee to confer at 
once with Mr. Underwood, chairm an 
of th** ways ami m eans com mittee. 
When the conference ended It was 
announced that a complete agreem ent 
was hoped for. though there might be 
some delay.
